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To  every  man  ami  ivoman  comes  the  urge  to  delve 
hack  into  the  dim  ami  hazy  past  and  imagine  how  his 
or  her  forehearers  looked  and  Hied  and  acted  in  the 
long  ago .  There  is  a  peculiar  fascination  in  the  tracing 
of  our  family  tree  and  genealogies.  II  ho  are  we ,  anyway? 

The  consciousness  of  belonging  to  an  excellence  which 
has  departed  hears  strongly  on  the  character  of  the 
living ;  for  when  tempted  to  do  a  dishonest,  act,  he  pauses 
— '"U  hat  is  my  name?' 

The  ancient  name  of  Stoever  is  up  to  the  present  time 
an  untarnished  name;  an  honorable  name;  and  great  is 
our  responsibility  to  see  that  it  loses  none  of  its  luster. 
H  e  hare  found  the  Stoever  Family  a  good  family ,  which 
at  one  time  and  another  has  contained  many  noble  men 
and  women.  II  e  have  a  great  feeling  of  satisfaction  in 
the  knowledge  that  our  ancestors ,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  ascertain ,  have  lived  honorable ,  upright  and 
temperate  lives  for  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  years. 
Think  as  we  may ,  it  is  a  certainty  that  the  fact  that  we 
may  trace  our  forefathers  back  two  hundred  fifty  years 
ami  find  a  clean  record  has  its  effect  on  the  persons  who 
so  trace ,  and  on  those  coming  after  them.  If  this  little 
sketch  will  prove  an  incentive  to  succeeding  generations 
of  the  Stoever  family  to  live  up  to  their  name ,  our  object 
has  been  accomplished.

The  first  congregation  in  that  section  was  organized  as  early 
as  1751,  and  the  first  church  was  hnilt  in  I  755  b\  llev.  Johann 
Casper  Stover,  the  pioneer  Lutheran  Minister  in  Lebanon  Twp., 
Lancaster  (.o.,  La.  On  the  same  spot  when*  the  first  rude  edifice 
was  erected,  the  third  building  now  stands,  having  been  built  in 
1055.  According  to  the  first  records  kept  by  Lev.  J.  C.  Sloever,  it 
was  called  the  Church  on  tlie  Ouittapliil la.  A’g/c  History ,  Dan /thin 
and  Lebanon  Counties.

On  l he  I  111)  ol  September,  17211,  Jnliunn  Lasper  Sloever  arrived 
in  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  Good  Will,  David  Crocket,  Masler.  He 
was  a  theological  sltidenl  and  only  21  years  ol  age,  hailing  from  I  lit* 
electorate  ol  Hesse,  Cornum).  lie  spent  his  first  year  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  at  the  "Trappe,"  Montgomery  County,  then  known  as  Provi¬ 
dence.  During  his  second  year  in  America,  in  May.  I7.*>0.  Stocver 
removed  to  I\ew  Holland.  Lancaster  County. 

lie  traveled  extensively,  visiting  dillerenl  sections  in  Pastern 
Pennsv  I  vania,  and  organizing  churches.  lie  was  untiring  and  exceed¬ 


ingly  active. 


In  1 7o  I  lie  traveled  to  many  places  in  Lancaster,  llerks,  Phila¬ 
delphia,  and  other  counties,  and  performed  pastoral  acts.  He  bap¬ 
tized,  he  married,  he  buried,  he  became  one  ol  the  most  extraordi¬ 
nary  and  indefatigable  missionaries  Pennsylvania  ever  bad.  At 
this  lime  there  was  probably  not  a  single  ordained  Lutheran  minister 
in  Pennsylvania  except  the  Swedes  in  Philadelphia. 

Sloever  was  not  as  yet  ordained.  The  need  ol  ministers, 
in  that  age,  was  very  great,  and  the  people  wen*  willing  to  accept  the 
services  ol  one  unordained  il  they  could  get  no  other.  Indeed, 
often  a  pious  layman  Idled  the  place  ol  the  regular  preacher. 

In  I7.H  young  Sloever  went  to  l\cw  Jesrey  and  called  upon 
Ivev.  Daniel  Palckncr,  an  early  pioneer  Lutheran  pastor,  to  ordain 
him.  \\  lielher  Palckncr  detected  any  lack  ol  spirilual-mindedness 
in  the  young  man  or  saw  some  delects  n(  character  in  him,  or 
whether  his  views  on  ordination  lorbade  the  administration  of  the 
rite  in  such  a  way,  it  is  impossible  to  say.  Por  some  reason  or  other 
this  was  refused.  In  1 7.' >.‘ >.  however,  Sloever  was  ordained  in  a 
barn,  at  the  ’‘Trapped  by  Ivev.  Sehullze.  from  this  lime  on  he 
became  identified  with  tin*  Lebanon  \  alley,  though  In*  had  visited 
it  before. 


flu*  appearance  ol  the  first  minister  in  a  primitive  community 
is  a  remarkable  event.  How  the  pious  people  must  have  looked  up 
to  and  almost  adored  him.  And  those  not  noted  lor  piety  could  not 
but  respect  and  honor  him.  He  became  the  leader  ol  the  com¬ 
munity.  Pducation  with  piety,  plus  energy,  pave  the  way  to  a 
higher  standard  ol  liv  ing. 

Though  not  arrayed  in  broadcloth,  nor  adorned  with  a  high 
hat,  and  gold-headed  cane,  this  clergyman,  in  accordance  with 
Lutheran  custom  ol  that  day.  had  a  better  education  in  bis  lint* 
than  some  ol  our  college  graduates  possess  today.  In  addition  to 
theology,  he  had  studied  Latin.  Creek,  Hebrew  and  Preach.  He  was 
a  man  of  marvellous  energy,  a  born  pioneer,  a  man  who  traveled 
as  a  hardy  and  independent  missionary  over  the  counties  of  eastern 
Pennsylvania  for  filly  years,  combining  the  qualities  ol  an  outspoken 
country  squire  and  landowner  with  those  of  a  sturdy  and  self- 
denying  minister  of  the  church.  His  name  was  John  Casper  Sloever. 

On  the  other  hand,  what  a  life  ol  hardship,  sacrifice,  and  self- 
denial  was  the  lot  of  tin*  pioneer  minister.  \n  undeveloped  terri- 
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lory,  few  roads  and  bridges,  long  jourm*1’  Iftn  horseback, 
to  t lie  severities  ol  the  climate,  the  roi^gWements  ()|'  a|| 
settlements,  the  wild  beast  and  savage  rWians,  all  these 
to  make  life  a  constant  struggle.

Truly,  one  who  chooses  such  a  career  must  have  resources  to 
a  higher  power  to  renew  his  strength  from  day  to  day.  The  need 
and  desire  for  ministers  was  very  great  in  those  days. 


"’Monger  lor  the  Word  ol  God’  and  zeal  lor  public  worship 
must  have  been  great  at  the  time  lor  the  hearers  gathered  I  mm  near 
and  far,  sobered  no  danger  to  keep  them  uwa). 


Among  the  pastorales  ol  Kev.  Stoever  were  these: 

New  Holland,  1 730- 1 7  1(>;  Hill  Church,  1 733- 1779;  Lebanon, 
1755-1773;  Keiths  Church,  1735-1713. 


He  was  also  pastor  of  two  churches  now  extinct  the  Swatara 
church,  two  and  one-hall  miles  northeast  ol  Jonesboro,  for  over 
twenty  years,  and  of  the  "Grubben’  church,  two  and  one-hall  miles 
southeast  of  Lebanon,  for  some  twenty  years. 

One  of  the  lirsl  things  Pastor  Stoever  did  in  a  charge  was  to 
start  a  protocol  ol  church  records.  Many  ol  the  oldest  Lutheran 
records,  in  this  section  ol  the  slate*,  were  begun  b\  him. 


In  the  region  of  the  Ouittaphil la  at  least  as  early  as  1733,  he 
gathered  the  scattered  Lutherans  and  organized  what  is  now  known 
as  the  Hill  Church,  organizing  congregations,  it  is  said,  at  almost 
every  cross  road,  wherever  there  were  Germans. 

On  April  8lh,  173.3.  Kev.  Stoever  married  Mary  Catharine 
Merklin  and  now  needed  a  home. 


March  1st,  1737,  he  took  out  a  warrant  for  300  acres  ol  land, 
and  warrants  for  additional  land  later  on.  In  1737  he  undertook 
the  erection  ol  a  substantial  stone  mill.  Three  years  were  consumed 
in  finishing  this  solid  mill  structure  with  its  walls  three  I  eel  thick, 
f  inally  the  building  was  ready  for  occupancy  and  in  1710  Pastor 
Stoever  removed  from  New  Holland  to  the  new  home  on  the  Ouilo- 
phalia.  At  one  end  of  the  mill  he  had  fitted  up  a  suite  ol  domestic 
apartments,  which  he  occupied  until  his  death  30  years  later. 

One  would  think  Pastor  Stoever  was  busy  enough  without  tin* 
cares  of  business,  what  induced  him  to  take  up  milling,  while  the 
duties  of  a  large  pastorate  engaged  his  attention  we  do  not  know. 
Kut  we  know  that  while  grinding  in  his  mill,  he  kept  on  preaching 
and  marrying  and  burying  and  organizing  new  churches  and  starting 
protocals.  Though  In*  continued  to  travel  until  near  the  end  of  his 
life,  he  permanently  identified  himself  with  Lebanon,  was  pastor, 
was  head  ol  a  land  company,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  and 
pastors  of  Salem  Church. 

The  Hill  Church  congregation  is  the  oldest.  Already  in  the 
year  1733  it  was  gathered  at  a  time  when  the  Indians  still  made 
frequent  incursions  into  the  region  and  murdered.  Kev.  J.  C.  Stoever 
was  preacher  at  the  time  and  interested  himself  in  tin*  scattered

people.  The  people  met  together,  look  up  a  vacant  piece  of  ground, 
and  huilt  a  wooden  church.  In  die  beginning  they  were  content  to 
bring  it  under  roof,  and  to  use  logs  as  seats,  and  only  after  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  were  they  able  to  finish  it. 


I  he  hearers  gathered  I rom  far  and  near  and  did  not  permit 
themselves  to  be  kept  away  by  any  dangers.  frequently  gun>  wen* 
taken  along  to  church  lor  defense  on  the  mail,  not  only  against  wild 
animals,  but  also  against  the  lar  wilder  Indians*  and  when  service 
w  as  held,  men  with  loaded  arms  were  frequently  set  as  sentinels. 


I  he  church  stands  about  lour  miles  northwest  of  Lebanon  and 
is  held  in  union  by  the  Lutherans  and  Reformed,  and  possesses  sixty 
acres  of  land,  of  which  the  hall  belongs  to  Lutherans. 


I  here  was  no  floor  in  the  log  building,  and  it  is  said  that  in 
the  winter  months  a  wood  fire  ol  logs  was  built  on  the  outside*  of 
the  church,  around  which  the  people  would  sit  and  warm  themselves 
before  the  service  and  until  the  minister  arrived. 


for  a  whole  decade  this  little  Lutheran  congregation  worshipped 
under  the  guidance  of  Lev.  J.  Casper  Stoever  in  its  unfinished  log 
cabin.  lie  was  pastor  from  1 7T>  to  1776.  As  time  went  on  it 
was  improved.  It  had  a  steeple  and  bell,  and  was  furnished  with  an 
organ  in  the  )car  171  I. 


Now-  comes  a  lime  when  Lev.  Stoever  looms  up 
civil  allairs  a^  tin*  moving  spirit  of  a  land  company 
possession  ol  Lebanon  town  lots.

Let  ween  the  years  1710  and  1750,  Sleitz  and  Reynolds  laid  out 
their  land  into  town  lots.  Owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions  of 
allairs  throughout  the  country,  the  project  did  not  prosper.  The 
lesull  was  that  in  17(>5  the  town  lots  were  sold  by  tin*  shcrifl  ol 
Luncastei  Lounty  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  bidder.  I  hey  were 
purchased  by  a  party  of  seven  men.  at  the  head  of  whom  was  Rev. 
John  Lasper  Stoever.  I  he  other  owners  were  the  two  inn  keepers, 
Christopher  \\  eg  man  and  Philip  Greenwald;  the  shopkeeper.  Casper 
Sehnehele,  and  the  tanner,  George  llock,  the  carpenter,  John  Chick 
Sell  neb  I  e,  and  the  blacksmith,  Christopher  Gish. 


Ife\ .  Stoever  always  appears  at  the  head  of  this  company  and 
seems  to  lia\e  Idled  out  some  of  the  deeds  in  his  own  handwriting, 
lb*  was  tin*  best  educated  man  in  the  community  and  seems  to  have 
had  a  capacity  and  a  bent  lor  the  management  ol  property.  Ilis 
associates  left  the  Scrivener’s  part  of  tin*  new  enterprise  largely  to 
him.  About  this  lime  Rev.  Stoever  deeded  a  lot  to  the  Lebanon 
Lutheran  Church;  there  was  to  be  no  .ground  rent,  nothing  more 
than  one  red  rose  to  In*  paid  annually  in  June,  “if  it  were  lawfully 
demanded." 


With  his  difference  of  ways  and  opinions.  Rev.  Stoever  had  not 
joined  the  Synod,  Rut  in  1765  Muhlenhurg  and  the  member^  of  the 
Synod  agreed  that  Stoever  should  join  the  latter,  and  he  did.  The 
I  i esident  ol  the  Synod  and  all  members  gave  Stoever  hand  and 
heart  and  put  the  old  misunderstandings  aside. 
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In  17()1,  the  Rev.  Jolm  Casper  St  never,  for  thirty-five  years, 
winter  and  slimmer,  had  traveled  as  a  missionary  through  the  path¬ 
less  wilderness. 

In  1750  he  had  passed  through  a  severe  illness.  At  that  time 
he  was  still  serving  five  or  six  congregations,  and  as  he  was  pretty 
well  to  do,  he  did  not  need  much  support  from  them.  All  had  not 
been  smooth  sailing  with  him.  lie  had  passed  through  some  severe 
ex  periences. 

1 1  is  industry  was  untiring,  hut  he  seems  to  have  been  somewhat 
set  in  his  ways,  haughty,  determined  and  independent.  Hut  it  was 
he  who  entered  the  Lebanon  families,  and  baptized  the  children; 
it  was  to  him  that  the  young,  and  sometimes  the  older  folks,  came 
to  he  united  in  marriage.  It  was  he  with  his  sympathy  and  kind 
words  helped  them  lay  away  their  loved  ones. 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Stoever  and  his  wife  Marie  Catherine  had  a 
family  of  eleven  children.  Three  passed  on  before  him.  The  rest 
grew  up  to  be  men  and  women  of  prominence  and  position,  and 
their  posterity  is  numerous  at  the  present  day.  lie  was  now  seventy- 
one  years  of  age,  he  had  begun  to  give  away.  On  the  15th  of  May, 
I77P.  the  town  of  Lebanon  was  filled  with  very  extraordinary  tid¬ 
ings.  Reing  Ascension  Day,  Kev.  John  Casper  Stoever  had  an  ap¬ 
pointment  to  confirm  his  class  of  Catechumens,  at  Mill  Church.  Not 
being  well,  lit*  requested  them  to  come  to  his  home  at  Sunny  side  on 
the  Ouillaphil la.  While  he  was  administering  the  rite  of  confirma¬ 
tion  to  the  class,  lit*  suddenly  dropped  over  dead.  Thus  ended  the 
career  of  this  hardy  pioneer,  at  the  age  of  a  little  more  than  seventy- 
one  years. 

He  was  buried  in  the  Hill  Church  Cemetery,  about  two  hundred 
and  filly  feet  to  the  right  of  the  building.  The  inscription  in  Ger- 
iiian  on  his  tombstone  reads  as  follows: 

Here  rests  asleep  in  his  Redeemer 
Johann  Casper  Stoever 

f  irst  Lvangelieal  Lutheran  Lreaeher  in  Pennsylvania 

He  was  born  in  the  Lower  Palatinate,  Dec.  21,  1707 
He  died  May  loth,  1770,  aged  71  yrs.,  I  mos.,  22  da. 

Hi  s  wifi*  lies  buried  by  his  side.  She  survived  him  a  number 
of  years,  dying  in  1705.  Kef  ore  Mrs.  Stoever  s  death,  she  saw 
seventy-five  grandchildren  and  fifty-two  great  grand  children. 

One  hundred  years  afterward  a  monumental  shaft  was  erected 
in  Hill  Church  Cemetery  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  Stoever.  by  the 
Lutheran  people  ol  that  vicinity.  The  stone  is  native  limestone  of 
a  marble  appearance.  The  markers  at  the  graves  are  sand  stone. 
Kolh  were  quarried  in  that  neighborhood. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Stoever  was  possessed  with  a  goodly  portion  of  this 
world's  goods  and  many  acres  of  land,  as  his  will  shows.  The 
grant  for  this  land  from  Penn  to  Rev.  J.  C.  Stoever  is  still  in  exist¬ 
ence  in  Lebanon.

This  was  the  hist  and  only  home  of  the  Uev.  Johann  Casper 
Sloever,  he  started  building  in  I7‘>7,  finished  in  1 7  III. 

Iniill  ol  native4  stone,  the  walls  were  three  feet  tliii  k.  The  "aide 
end  of  this  building  was  di\ided  into  three  rooms  on  each  lloor, 
with  the  attic  undivided.  Tin*  balance  of  the  building  was  used  for 
business.  Here  he  lived,  reared  his  large  family,  and  died. 

A  large  hell  was  placed  on  the  building  which  was  used  as  an 
alarm. 

In  I \\1()  some  changes  were  made  by  Mr.  Henry  Heilman,  who 
now  owned  this  building.  The  large  door  was  put  in,  and  a  new 
roof  placed  with  the  extension. 

The  building  was  torn  down  and  the  material  used  for  other 
purposes  in  tin*  year  l()2b.

Calling  unto  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body,  do  make  and 
ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  follow¬ 
ing,  that  is  to  sa\  :  I  recommend  my  soul  into  tin*  hand  of  Almighty 
God,  that  gave  it,  and  im  body,  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be 
buried  in  decent  Christian  burial,  and  as  touching  such  worldly 
estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life.  1  give, 
devise  and  dispose  of  tin*  same  in  the  following  manner  and  form. 
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First:  I  give  and  bequeath  to  < ailharinc.  iii\  dearly  beloved 
wife,  t w o-eighths  pails  o!  (lie  quit  rents  due  me  I  nun  (lie  town  ol 
Lebanon  yearly,  and  every  year  during  I  it*  r  nalural  life  after  my 
decease,  provided  she  paying  tin*  taxes  and  quit  rents  accruing 
thereon. 

Second  I  \  :  I  will  and  older  that  my  said  wilt*  (.atharine  may 
live  and  possess  the  two  locked  rooms  in  the  upper  loll,  and  the 
kitchen,  and  siilhcieiil  room  in  the  cellar  in  the  same  house  where 
I  now  live,  quietly  and  unmolested  during  her  natural  lile,  as  also 
the  use  ol  a  stable  for  one  or  two  cows,  and  likewise  the  u<e  ol  the 
garden  next  to  the  house,  and  the  sole  and  whole  use  ol  the  linen 
and  wool  now  in  her  possession,  and  the  sole  use  ol  the  kitchen 
ware;  also  I  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife  Lalhariuc  two  cows 
and  one  medder,  two  beds,  bed-steads  and  curtains,  two  locker 
chests,  two  tables,  two  looking  glasses,  one  desk,  six  chairs,  one 
spinning  wheel,  all  the  pewter  in  the  kitchen,  and  a  dresser,  and  two 
pipe  stoves,  during  her  natural  life,  besides  all  her  (  lollies  ol  which 
she  shall  have  her  lull  liberty  to  dispose  and  give  to  whom  sin* 
pleases  before  her  decease. 

Item:  1  give  and  bequeath  part  ol  the  plantation  whereon  I 
now  live,  containing  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  acres  and  allow¬ 
ances,  to  my  loving  son  Adam,  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  for 
the  consideration  ol  fifteen  hundred  pounds,  old  money  as  men¬ 
tioned  in  tin*  almanac,  viz.,  one  hall  soe  for  three  pounds  and  a 
dollar  at  seven  and  six  pence,  and  so  likewise  with  the  Spanish  and 
French  gold,  on  condition  that  In*,  my  own  'on  Adam,  his  heirs, 
etc.,  pay  yearly,  on  the  lirst  day  of  May.  unto  (iasper  Slocvcr.  his 
certain  Attorney,  heirs  and  assigns,  or  in  ease  of  his  dying  to  his 
after  named  executors  in  the  first  five  years,  yearly  III  tv  pounds  and 
in  the  other  five  years,  yearly  seventy -five  pounds,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  fifteen  hundred  pounds  after  that  yearly  one  hundred  pounds 
till  the  whole  is  paid,  and  that  all  in  silver  or  gold  according  to  tin* 
old  rate,  besides  to  his  mother  ten  pounds  hard  money  at  tin*  signing 
ol  the  deed  as  a  reward.

About  the  years  1712  and  1715,  Henry  William  Stickle,  a  (Ger¬ 
man  baron  ol  wealth  and  skill,  and  enterprise,  al  the  village  ol 
Manheim  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  erected  large  “lass  and  iron 
furnaces. 

Here  lie  built  a  castle  or  tower  and  mounted  it  with  cannon, 
which  were  fired  on  his  visits  to  the  country  as  a  signal  lor  his 
friends  to  assemble,  and  for  his  workmen  to  quit  the  smoke  and 
labors  of  the  furnace,  and  wait  on  his  guests,  with  music  and  other 
accompaniments.  Some  of  the  first  stoves  cast  in  this  country  were 
made  by  Sliegle.  (Penna.  Province  and  State,  page  211.1 

Micheal  Quigley  was  a  close  friend  ol  liaron  Steigle.  lie  was 
the  man  who  went  in  search  ol  sand  for  the  liaron  to  make  fine  glass, 
lie  made  three  trips  and  when  he  returned  from  the  last  trip  with 
what  he  thought  was  the  "real  thing,'  he  found  that  the  liaron, 
being  cut  off  from  1 1  is  Kuropean  resources  on  account  ol  the  bevo- 
I nt ionary  war.  had  failed. 

The  manufacture  of  glass,  undertaken,  as  already  staled,  in 
1 7(>2.  by  Henry  William  Stiegle.  was  exceedingly  scarce  during  the 
war  of  Independence  (257  page!. 
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lit*  had  imported  a  line  pipe  organ  from  Belgium.  considered 
very  wonderful  in  those  days.  Ilex.  John  Casper  Stoever  and  the 
liaron  were  great  friends,  lie  bought  the  organ  at  the  sale  ol  the 
Laron  s  possessions,  and  at  his  death  willed  it  to  his  youngest  son. 
John  Lrederick.  It  is  a  very  sweet  toned  organ;  there  are  both  lea»l 
and  wooden  pipes.  The  original  keys  have  been  preserved,  although 
they  are  no  longer  used.  I  best*  old  keys  had  the  Hals  and  sharps 
made  ol  white  hone,  and  the  naturals  ol  ebony. 

d'lie  organ  was  rebuilt  by  die  Miller  Organ  Company  and  put 
in  its  present  position  about  1000,  in  the  home  of  Mi  >S  Klizabeth 
Heilman  at  Sunny  side,  Lebanon,  I'a.

The  cellar  is  the  old-fashioned,  arched  type,  in  four  sections, 
with  heavy  twelve-inch  beams;  also  a  dark  damp  apple  cellar. 

The  original  banister  and  stairway  are  in  the  rear  of  the  hall. 
The  woodwork  in  tin*  lihrai)  is  a  charming  combination  of  walnut 
and  ash.  Some  of  the  window  panes  are  of  Sliegel  glass,  made  at 
Manheim.  They  are  much  thinner  than  modern  glass.  In  the  base¬ 
ment  is  the  bell  which  once  hung  above  John  Gasper  Sloever's  home 
and  was  rung  to  warn  the  settlers  of  danger  from  the  Indians. 

Johannes  and  Angeues  Stoever  sold  this  proper!)  to  Samuel 
Light  who  came  from  Lancaster  to  Lebanon,  I *a ..  in  llll.T  when  he 
purchased  a  farm  on  the  Kerks  and  Dauphin  turnpike.  The  prop¬ 
erty  was  in  the  Light  family  until  lu.‘»7,  when  he  sold  it  to  Mr. 
Heilman;  then  it  came  to  llenr)  S.  Heilman,  his  son.  It  is  now 
owned  ny  Joseph  Henry  Heilman  and  Miss  Llizahelh  M.  Heilman, 
his  children.  Grandfather,  father,  son  and  daughter,  from  1M.'>7 
to  19.)  I.  It  is  situated  at  the  outskirts  of  the  cit)  of  Lebanon  and 
is  still  called  Smmyside. 

The  library  in  this  wonderful  old  home  is  a  treasure  house  in 
itself,  besides  hundreds  ol  books.  The  organ  which  originall)  be¬ 
longed  to  Karon  Sliegel,  and  was  purchased  by  Kev.  John  Gasper 
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Stoever  and  willed  by  him  to  his  youngest  son,  Frederick  Stoever. 
is  still  there  in  good  condition.  I  he  house  is  complete!)  Idled  with 
priceless  relies. 

The  lirsl  was  a  grant  ol  land  I  rom  IVnn  to  John  basper  Stoever, 
the  original  deed  given  to  the  builder  ol  the  house,  Johannes  Stoever, 
by  the  executor  ol  John  ( '.as per  Stoever  s  estate,  is  among  the  treas¬ 
ures  in  this  house. 

The  old  mill,  so  long  the  home  ol  Rev.  John  basper  Stoever 
and  his  family,  was  torn  down  a  lew  years  back.  The  farms  he 
willed  to  his  sons  have  long -since  passed  into  other  hands,  but  the 
beautiful  home  built  by  Johannes  Stoever,  ultho  owned  by  others, 
still  stands,  a  pleasing,  wondcrlul  landmark  ol  long  ago. 


The  children  of  Johannes  Stoever  and  his  wile,  *Angenes,  who 

had  been  the  life  and  joy  of  this  beautiful  home,  were  all  married 
and  gone  to  homes  ol  their  own.  Why  they  sold  Sunnysiile  and  went 
to  Selinsgroye,  Snyder  (anility.  La.,  to  live,  we  do  not  know,  but  it 
was  not  for  long.  They  sold  in  the  year  ldlo;  Angciies,  the  wife, 
died  the  17th  day  of  November,  Ibl7.  and  Johannes  the  20lh  day 
ol  July,  Ib2b.  'They  are  buried  side  by  side  as  the  markers  show.

On  llit*  way  lu  Lock  Haycn,  going  west,  plainly  seen  from  Re¬ 
main  highway,  about  one  hall  mile  hack  from  llu*  riser  and  a  mile 
west  of  Chalams  Run,  ihere  is  an  old  colonial  homestead  Guilt  of 
logs,  now  owned  by  George  A.  Gelz.  Il  was  originally  built  by 
Johann  Ziegler  and  his  wile,  Catherine  Sloes er  Ziegler.  They  resided 
there  a  great  many  years  and  at  their  death  il  was  hetpiealhed  to 
the  Getz  family.

settlers  came  from  near  and  far  to  worship. 


June,  1050.  Woolrich.  a  town  situated  about  two  miles  north¬ 
east  from  this  Ziegler  farm,  celebrated  its  centennial.  It  is  the

llu*  I  oil.  a  stockade  enclosure,  was  on  llu*  hill  overlooking 
llu*  entire  section  of  country  seltleil  by  si|iiulters  known  as  llu*  fair 
Play  Men:  also  the  rendezvous  of  llu*  lawful  settlers  on  llu*  south- 
side  ol  llu*  l  iver  and  llu*  i\i|>|>enoso  valley . 

I  he  foil  was  luiill  in  l<<7  I > y  John  Henry  Allies.  lie  was 
eommissioni'd  Lieutenant^  olonel  and  stationed  at  the  foil  he  had 
luiill  as  tin*  rallying  place  lor  llu*  settlers  ol  llu*  western  pari  of 
llu*  \\  t*sl  branch  \alle\ .

It  was  used  as  a  defense  mil i I  llu*  descent  of  llu*  Indians  in 
July,  I /7b,  when  it  was  abandoned  in  tin*  ’big  bunaway.* 

I’ rom  llu*  l  orl  there  was  a  road  leading  down  to  llu*  river  s 
L‘dge,  to  a  lord  to  the  upper  end  ol  Long  or  "bigg  Island;  llu*  road 
lead  along  the  heach  to  another  lord,  to  llu*  northern  shore  of  the 
river. 

It  was  here  that,  alter  llu*  peace  of  I7M3,  Jeremiah  and  Keuben 
Manning,  two  brothers  from  New  Jersey,  and  others  from  their 
state,  settled  below  the  mouth  of  Pine  Creek  tin  those  days  it  was 
called  I  iadaughlon  l  and  called  the  settlement  Jersey  Shore.  It 
was  lor  some  time  called  \\  av uesburu.

I  his  wide,  rapid,  beautilul  stream  called  I  iadauiditou,  meaning 
in  the  Indian  language  “Stream  among  beautiful  trees,”  coming 
out  ol  a  deep  gorge  in  the  somber  mountain  range  in  the  distance, 
(lowed  through  this  beautiful  fertile  valley.  The  Indians  claimed 
this  si i cam  that  extended  mans  miles  between  deep  boosted  mouu* 
tains,  that  extended  lar  to  the  north,  as  their  hunting  mounds.  llu* 
boosts  oi  the  valley  ol  llu*  I  iadaughlon,  llu*  fertile  ac  res  ahum  the 
liver,  called  llu*  white  settlers  to  encroach  upon  llu*  Indian  claims. 

Opposite  llu*  junction  of  llu*  I  iadaughlon  with  the  river  was  a 
lapid  mountain  torrent;  along  this  stream  to  the  mountain  summit 
and  beyond  lor  a  distance  ol  three  miles  or  more  to  the  wonderful 
valley  ol  Nippenose.  Near  this  stream,  at  tlu*  foot  of  llu*  moun¬ 
tain,  was  a  very  large  clear  spring  named  Aughenbaugli  s  Spring. 
As  Pine  (.reek  and  Aughenbaugh’s  Ivun  were  natural  boundaries, 
when  Clinton  County  was  cut  off  of  Lycoming  in  past  June  21.  H!H9. 
they  became  llu*  separating  or  boundary  lines. 

The  aborigines  bad  scarcely  loaded  their  squaws,  papooses  and 
wigwams  in  their  birch  bark  canoes  and  followed  tlu*  setting  sun 
farther  into  tlu*  wilderness  when  the  Antes  brothers  claimed  this 
beautilul  spot  of  cleared  land  near  the  great  spring.  Later  Col. 
Henry  Antes  huilded  a  log  cabin  with  a  substantial  stone  chimney 
and  fireplace;  afterwards  this  land  and  cabin  was  bought  by  llu* 
Aughenbaugli  family. 

Tlu*  lertile  acres  along  this  se-djon  of  the  West  branch  of  the 
Susquehanna  river  attracted  settles  from  farther  down  the  river. 


*From  History. 
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During  (lit*  year  l»!lU  there  came  a  colony  ol  (Germans  from  Lan¬ 
caster  and  wlml  is  now  Lebanon  Gounlies.  I  licit*  were  eight  men 
in  this  particular  company,  at  compunicd  I » >  their  wive>  and  t  hil- 
dren.  They  brought  their  hoii>ehold  ••nods,  and  other  possession* 
on  rails,  which  they  propelled  with  a  ptde  up  (lie  river  I  mm  Harris- 
I Mir**.  They  decided  llie  river  was  well  named  the  Susipiehannagh. 
meaning  the  Kiver  id  Uocks,  or  (.rooked  Waters.  Il  was  a  Ion** 
journey  with  the  many  crook*  and  turns,  ihe  rocks  and  swill  current. 

The  Germans  who  came  to  the  colony  were  a  larming  people 
and  ready  In  push  out  into  the  wilderness  in  order  lo  establish 
homes.  Pielv  and  devotion  marked  the  German  settlers.  Audible 
pra\er>  or  hymns  were  list'd  at  all  meals;  the  social  diversions  were 
in  tin*  nature  of  uselul  work,  the  ipiilliug  parly,  the  apple-lmlter 
boilin'*,  the  vendue,  the  corn  buskin'*,  and  being  vers  devoted  to

their  church,  the  Lutheran. 

We  do  not  know  the  names  o!  hut  three  families  in  this  coin- 
pain.  They  were  Frederick  Sloevcr  and  his  wile  l’.va  l  Yoglil  I 
Sloever;  Johann  Ziegler  and  his  wilt*  Gatharine  (Sloevcr)  Ziegler 
(she  was  a  sister  ol  Frederick  Sloever),  and  Johann  A.  Gctls  and 
his  family.  The  three  families  settled  on  farms  in  Dunstable  Town¬ 
ship.  Lycoming  Gounly.  now  Glinlon  Gounly. 

The  Ziegler  and  the  (Letts  families  bought  larms  side  by  side, 
hut  Frederick  Stoever  and  his  wile  bought  a  larm  along  the  river  in 
tin*  vear  I  d  1 2.  situated  about  two  miles  west  ol  Pine  (’reek  and 
Ironting  on.  the  river,  lie  bought  the  land  ol  John  Montgomery 
and  other  heirs  of  William  Montgomery,  deceased,  dated  April  I, 
11)12.  There  was  I5(i  acres,  lit)  perches.  Meginning  at  a  marked 
Med  Llm  on  (In*  bank  ol  the  river,  and  corner  ol  Koherl  Hamilton's 
land,  thence  up  said  river  bv  the  several  courses,  by  land  in  posses¬ 
sion  id  John  Jackson,  north  by  land  to  a  marked  while  oak  ol  John 
(.arson,  thence  lo  a  post  corner  ol  Koherl  Hamilton's  land,  to  place 
ol  beginning,  lie  paid  in  lawful  money  fifteen  hundred  pounds. 

The  I  arm  was  somewhat  improved,  a  log  house  and  some  other 
buildings  were  probably  there.  The  house  was  a  short  distance 
back  I  roin  the  riv  er  hank.  They  commenced  at  once  to  plant  and 
to  improve  their  land,  and  later  when  they  had  become  more  settled 
in  this  new  country,  and  more  used  lo  the  environments,  they  builded 
a  more  pretentious  house,  a  short  distance  Horn  the  log  one. 

I  here  were  two  little  girls  in  the  family  now.  Kli/.a  and  Mar¬ 
garet.  Then  his  son  John  was  born  the  same  year  he  builded  the 

new  house.  I!>I7. 

I  hey  prospered  in  tin*  new  home;  then  another  son  named 
Frederick  lor  his  lather,  and  a  daughter.  Mary.  came. 

About  this  lime  sorrow  came  to  this  home.  The  wife  and  moth- 
«’  whose  health  was  none  to  good,  died,  year  IK2>.  leaving  live 

ill  children.  She  was  buried  in  what  is  called  the  Old  Pine 

Greek  Gemelery,  near  the  mouth  ol  Pine  Greek.  I  here  is  no  marker 
to  her  grave. 

For  his  second  wife  Frederick  Stoever  married  Mrs.  F.li/.abetli

George  Ihosins  died.  I  here  was  a  litlle  daughter.  Ida  llrosius,  who 
when  ahoul  seven  )ears  ol  age  died  ol  diphtheria.  She  married 
Frederick  Stoever  Jan.  19.  IM25.  In  this  union  there  were  two 
daughters  and  six  sons.  I  lie)  resided  in  the  homestead  by  the  river, 
his  farm  with  its  mans  lerlile  acres  was  prosperous  as  was  other 
business  ventures  that  he  had  engaged  in. 

Their  family  was  large,  numbering  thirteen  children,  hut  the 
sons  and  daughters  attended  a  good  country  school  for  those  days 
(called  the  Oak  Grove  School).  Some  ol  them  attended  the  Jerse) 
Shore  Academy,  at  that  time  enjoying  a  reputation  as  ranking  among 
the  foremost  educational  institutions  in  the  stale. 

Ihc  building  is  located  on  the  corner  ol  South  Ihoad  and 
Seminar)  Streets.  Jerse)  Shore,  and  is  now  used  lor  a  street  ear 
barn  (I92M).  At  one  time  the  big  school  building  echoed  w  hi.  the 
feet  ol  a  hundred  or  more  young  men  and  women,  children  ol  the 
“best  families"  in  this  section  of  Pennsylx ania.  During  the  regime 
ol  Professor  J.  \\  .  Glumes  as  principal,  he  changed  the  name  Iron) 
West  Piranch  High  School  to  Jerses  Shore  Acadeni).  The  history 
ol  the  building  dales  back  to  the  early  religious  lile  ol  Jerse)  Shore. 
The  Presbyterian  church  of  Jersey  Shore  was  organized  there  in 
1 79T 

Alter  school  days  Frederick  Stoever's  sons  and  daughters  fol¬ 
lowed  dillerenl  occupations.  They  married  and  started  homes  for 
themselves.  Fight  of  them  were  married  b\  the  same  minister.  Ixcx. 
John  II.  Grier,  late  March  M,  I9J5,  supply  to  Nippenose  Valley 
Presbyterian  church.  Twp  sons,  James  and  Hugh  (Quigley,  went  to 
Freeport.  111.,  to  live;  one  daughter,  Mrs.  F.  I  i/a  Past,  and  family, 
went  to  Talmage  Gcnler,  Ohio. 

In  IMS’)  his  litlle  daughter,  Jane  F.llen.  died:  within  a  year 
his  wile  Flizabelh  passed  away.  The  daughter  and  wife  were  both 
buried  in  the  Old  Pine  Greek  Gemelery.  Then*  was  no  stone  ever 
put  to  mark  their  g raxes. 

Now  the  homestead  on  the  banks  ol  the  rixer  was  lonely,  the 
little  daughter  and  the  wife  and  mother  gone,  the  older  children 
married,  no  one  to  look  alter  the  conducts  of  this  hardy  pioneer 
who  had  worked  so  many  years  for  this  home  and  was  now  alone. 
So  Frederick  Slaver  married  a  third  wife,  this  time  Mrs.  lxaohcl 
Sallada  ol  Ixauchtown.  Nippenose  \  alley  (born  Aug.  17.  1791). 
She  was  the  widow  ol  Michcal  Sallada.  who  died  Del  .  M,  It >: > . >.  She 
had  three  sons,  John,  Daniel  and  Fred  Sallada. 

As  the  Mill  United  Slates  Gensus  shows,  they  were  married  be¬ 
fore  1M00.  His  son  Gyrus,  who  had  married  in  IM59.  resided  with  , 
his  family  in  tin*  small  log  house  and  assumed  the  larm  duties, 
which  were  varied  and  many. 

One  ol  Frederick  Slaver's  greatest  pleasures,  in  those  cpiiel. 
peaceful  days  of  his  old  age,  was  to  go  lishing  iu  the  canal.  He 
would  sit  in  the  shade  under  an  old  locust  tree  on  the  tow  path 
and  fish  for  “catties.”  His  two  small  grandsons,  Harry  and  Hugh 
Quigley  (children  of  Gyrus)  would  dig  the  bait  and  alwaxs  go  along

Those  were  1 1 ;i | > | > >  days.  lint 
March  ill,  11)70,  tin*  end  came,  lie  passed  I  rum  this  lile  at  the  age 
of  J»(>  years,  greatly  mourned  by  family  and  friends,  lie  was  buried 
in  the  lot  owned  by  his  son  John  in  the  Jersey  Shore  Gemetery.

lie  was  received  into  the  Lutheran  (llinrch  previous  to  his  re¬ 
moval  I  rum  Lebanon.  In  the  alllictions  that  preceded  his  death  he 
manifested  "leal  patience  and  in  onr  last  interview  with  him.  tin- 
day  precedin'*  his  death,  lie  told  ns  that  he  could  trust  all  his  inter¬ 
ests  lor  time  and  eternity  to  the  Saviour. 

1 1  is  wile  followed  him.  May  10.  1072.  She  was  laid  by  the  side 
ol  her  first  husband.  Micheal  Sallada  in  the  Lutheran  Lemclery 
adjoinin'*  the  little  vvhilcVhurch  in  INippenose  \  alley. 

Then  the  larm  and  the  old  home  was  sold.  John  f.  McKinney 
bein'*  the  purchaser.  The  old  homestead  was  remodeled  and  another 
family  came  to  live  in  what  had  been  the  stronghold  ol  the  Stoevcr 
family  so  many  years. 

Lven  the  name  changed,  for  the  farm  was  bought  in  the  name 
ol  Sloever.  but  when  il  was  sold,  the  German  spellin'*  with  the  “oe” 
in  the  name  Sloever  had  been -dropped  to  spell  it  the  newei  Ameri¬ 
can  way-  Slaver. 


In  the  year  1902  the  New  York  Genlral  Kail  road  commenced 
to  purchase  land  in  that  vicinity  for  the  purpose  ol  building  large 
railroad  shops  and  yards,  now  known  as  Avis  Shops  and  \  ards. 
I  In-  old  name  lor  the  small  town  and  locality  was  Oak  Grove.  Karl 
ol  the  Slaver  or  McKinney  farm  now  was  purchased  for  the  exten¬ 
sion  ol  railroad  yards.  The  balance  of  the  land  is  now  owned  by 
William  McKinney. 

The  old  house  stood  lor  a  lew  years,  housin'*  some  of  the  fami¬ 
lies  of  the  employees  ol  the  railroad.  Then  il  was  torn  down  for 
the  lumber  in  il  by  Mr.  Janies  Nickles.  *  He  found  a  short  piece  of 
rough  pine  board;  a  portion  through  the  center  had  been  smoothed 
oil  and  the  words  were  written  on  it  very  plainly  with  a  pencil 
( exact  copy  )  : 

Kememher  well  and  bear  in  mind,  a  faithful  friend 
is  hard  to  find,  and  when  you  have  got  him.  hold  him  last, 
or  he  will  give  you  the  slip  at  last.

The  I  •ack  part  of  the  house  was  built  ol  logs  and  the  board 
was  securely  nailed  between  some  ol  the  logs.  Mr.  Snyder  probably 
w  as  the  carpenter.  1  he  house  had  stood  a  hundred  years  and  was 
in  a  good  stale  ol  preservation.

or  boats.  The  canal  was  coustrurted  with  a  width  of  twenty  teri 
at  die  !*»llom  and  forty  feet  at  tlie  top;  «le;th  varied. 


It  was  not  an  easy  matter  to  Imiltl  this  canal.  In  tliosc  days 
they  did  not  have  any  of  the  modern  implements;  steam  slmvels, 
dvnamite,  and  electric  power  were  unknown.  Man  power,  with  a 
pick  and  shovel,  made  the  canal  a  means  ol  travel. 


The  canal  was  huill  through  the  fields  ol  I  redcrieh  Stoever’s 
farm.  The  passing  of  a  canal  boat  was  an  exciting  time  lor  the 
small  St ( icvers.  Some  of  the  boats  loaded  with  merchandise  lor 
Lock  Haven,  or  loaded  with  lumber  from  the  Lock  llaxen  saw  mill* 
for  the  towns  down  the  liver.  Flic  wife  o!  tin*  man  who  ran  the 
boat  usually  was  lound  seated  on  “deck”  under  a  canopy,  sewing 
or  pealing  potatoes  or  vegetables  lor  dinner,  the  children  gathered 
around  her. 


1'here  was  a  narrow  path  along  the  bank  ol  the  canal  called  a 
low  path,  and  the  boat  was  slowly  pulled  along  by  mule  power. 
The  head  mule  usually  had  a  bell  attached  to  the  harness,  its  object 
was  either  to  announce  the  coming  ol  the  boat,  or  to  keep  the  other 
mules  awake. 

The  Packet  was  a  boat  to  carry  passengers;  sometimes  they 
would  carry  a  parly,  which  must  have  been  decidedly  enjoyable. 
There  was  a  small  cabin,  then  seats  along  .the*  sides  ol  the  boat 
where  the  guests  could  enjoy  the  scenery  a^  they  slowly  drifted 
along.  Sometimes  they  had  dancing  to  the  music  ol  a  Jewsharp.  or 
maybe  a  fiddle.  And  the  old-timers  could  surely  play  a  fiddle  and 
call  off  the  steps  of  a  square  dance.  Mow  peaceful  and  delightful 
it  must  have  been. 


The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  was  buihled  on  the  south  side  of  the 


river. 


The  lumber  industry  in  the  great  forests  up  the  river  and  along 
Pine  (deck  had  caused  W  illiamsport  and  Lock  Haven  to  grow  into 
cities.  In  the  spring  months  great  drives  of  logs  and  ra  ts  of  timber, 
on  the  spring  freshets,  would  float  apast  the  Stoever  home,  on  their 
way  to  the  Linden  Loom  for  the  saw  mills  down  the  river.  The 
rafts  would  go  as  far  as  Harrisburg,  and  some  as  far  as  the  Chesa¬ 
peake  Pay. 


The  drivers  ol  the  logs,  in  their  picturesque  cost  nines  of  red 
flannel  shirts,  high  thick  cowhide  boots,  the  sole  and  heels  Idled 
with  caulks  so  they  could  slick  on  the  logs  and  not  lake  an  involun¬ 
tary  cold  bath;  their  handspikes,  sometimes  called  eanlhooks;  the 
arks  where  the  meals  wore  prepare:!  lor  these  always  hungry  rafts¬ 
men  and  drivers  of  saw  logs.  Last,  but  not  least,  their  vocabulary, 
which  was  always  picturesque  in  the  extreme. 


Hut  all  that  is  gone.  The  lumber  is’ gone, 'the  sawmills  are  no 
more,  even  the  stumps  of  the  trees  have  been  made  into  shingles. 
They  arc  all  used.  The  stones  have  been  gathered  and  piled  in 
prim  even  rows  for  fences  for  the  fields.  Kvery  scrap  of  the  old 
house  is  gone  to  make  way  for  the  fNevv  York  Central  Railroad. 

The  great  Hood  of  I  PP9  washed  awav  the  last  remaining  mills, 
and  logs  of  the  lumber  industry.  The  breaking  of  the  great  Linden 
Hoorn  finished  that.

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CYRUS  FILANkLIN  STAYKR 

The  youngest  son  * >1  Frederick  Slaver  anil  Mrs.  Flizabeth 
(Sheadle  Illusions)  Slaver,  was  horn  in  Line  Creek  Township, 
Clinton  Co.,  La.,  Jnl\  U>,  I11M9.  lie  died  Nov.  2k  LJdl,  at  his 
home.  12  k>  Frit;  Ave..  \\  illiamsporl.  La. 

lie  was  married  to  Mar)  Ann  llenn,  June  l(),  1M59.  She  was 
horn  June  2.  IUM9;  died  Oet.  1911k  The  marriage  eeremon)  was 
perlorined  hv  lu*v.  John  II.  (Trier,  Lreshyterian  minister  ol  the  I\ip- 
penose  Yalle>  Church.  at  the  residence  ol  her  parents,  James  and 
Sally  (Shephard)  llenr\  ol  Line  Station  (on  the  south  side  ol  the 
river  Irom  the  Slaver  homestead!. 

The  young  couple  commenced  housekeeping  in  the  log  house 
that  was  on  the  farm  when  purchased  by  Frederick  Slaver  ol  the 
Montgomery  heirs  in  the  Near  11112.  Frederick  Slaver  erected  a 
more  modern  home  in  11117.  a  short  distance  Irom  the  log  house, 
although  the  new  house  was  partially  luiilt  oh  logs.  It  was  near  the 
hanks  ol  the  West  llraneh  ol  the  Snsipiehanua  river,  about  hall  way 
between  Jersey  Shore  and  Lock  Haven.  La. 

Cyrus  assisted  his  lather  with  the  many  duties  about  the  iarm. 
Farm  work  in  those  days  was  lar  harder  than  now,  with  its  many 
pieces  ol  machinery  to  lighten  labor. 

Five  ol  their  children  were  born  there:  llari'N  S.,  Hugh  Ouiglcy. 
Ida  May,  Thomas  and  Charles.  Later,  alter  the  death  ol  his  lather, 
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March  01,  107(1.  and  llu*  farm  was  sold  to  John  T.  McKinney,  Gyrus 
moved  his  family  to  the  farm  ol  George  Grawlord.  near  the  town 
then  called  Oak  Grove,  alumt  a  mile  hack  I  rom  the  river.  The  chil¬ 
dren  attended  school  in  the  little  Oak  Grove  school  house,  at  the 
ed,je  ol  the  town  (now  called  Avis).  Two  other  'children  were  horn 
living  on  this  farm,  Nellie  and  Kdward. 

X^One  of  the  greatest  pleasures  of  the  family  during  those  years 
of  farm  life  was  to  attend  Gampmeeting  at  Wayne.  The  old  Wayne 
Gampmeeting  grounds  were  situated  in  Wayne  towns  i>i,  >  about  a 
mile  south  ol  the  present  station  of  Mcldhalton,  on  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Railroad.  The  campmeeting  idea  employed  at  Wayne  was 
the  same  used  by  Methodists  generally,  but  there  it  became  some¬ 
thing  bigger  and  more  comprehensive  than  anywhere  in  the  Slate. 

The  natural  conditions  made  it  possible  to  combine  the  religious 
idea  with  the  pleasures  ol  a  summer  resort.  Thus  although  the 
regular  campmeeting  was  held  for  only  ten  days  ever)  summer,  the 
crowds  remained  for  weeks  to  enjoy  the  delightful  atmosphere,  and 
social  intercourse,  and  at  the  same  time  take  part  in  minor  religious 
services.  In  the  heyday  of  its  existence  it  was  a  place  where  thou¬ 
sands  of  people  gathered  ever)  'summer  and  under  the  shadow  of 
the  hill  made  for  themselves  a  little  cit\.  A  city  quite  unlike  any 
other  in  the  countrv.  Instead  of  houses  the  people  lived  in  tents, 
and  instead  ol  industries  and  amusements,  there  was  lor  the  popu¬ 
lace  but  one  way  of  passing  the  time—  worshiping. 

There  was  a  post  ollice,  telegraph  office,  bake  shops  with  large 
bake  ovens.  There  were  hundreds  of  cabs,  hacks  and  private  equip¬ 
ages;  streets  laid  out  in  squares:  and  nearbv  the  Penns)  Ivania  rail¬ 
road  station,  which  was  one  of  the  busiest  along  the  line. 

During  the  summer  months  there  used  to  Ik*  as  man)  as  700  tents 
on  the  campmeeting  ground.  These  tents  were  constructed  of 
boards,  each  two  stories  high  and  had  stair  cases  inside.  I  here  were 
four  large  pra)er  meeting  tents,  three  large  boarding  houses,  and 
about  a  dozen  private  cottages.  The  most  pretentious  building  on 
the  grounds  was  the  Tabernacle,  where  services  were  held  on  rainy 
days.  It  was  fitted  with  a  fine  pulpit,  a  small  church  organ,  chairs 
and  benches  to  seat  20(H)  persons..  Preachers  from  all  over  the 
country  would  come  to  take  part  in  the  services.  At  limes  there 
were  from  5,000  to  10.000  persons  in  attendance. 

Beyond  the  tented  city  were  beautiful  walks  and  shady  paths. 
Through  the  very  center  of  llu*  grounds  flowed  McKIhatton  Greek, 
a  gurgling  mountain  stream.  There  were  tall  majestic  trees  with 
straight  trunks  and  spreading  tops,  furnishing  at  once  a  shelter  and 
an  inspiration,  “The  groves  were  God’s  first  temples.”  (  These 
grounds  were  all  destroyed  and  buildings  washed  away  by  the  great 
1009  flood.) 

Mr.  Slaver  would  rent  a  tent  every  season  and  he  and  his  family 
would  spend  all  the  time  that  could  be  spared  from  home  and  farm 
duties  at  the  (’ampmeeting.  Mis  greatest  joy  was  to  speak  in  meeting 
and  assist  in  leading  the  choir. 
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Up  to  t lie  year  1886  they  continued  to  lollow  (arming.  Then  lie 
removed  1 1  is  family  to  Williamsport.  lie  Imilt  a  home  at  1288 
Flic  Avenue,  where  he  resided  for  eighteen  years. 


During  the  administration  of  Mayor  Mansel  (The  Prohibition 
Mayor)  Mr.  Slaver  served  as  seigcant  of  | h » I i« -t*.  Me  was  a  promi¬ 
nent  and  active  member  of  the  Fourth  Street  Methodist  Uhurch. 


November  28,  190  I  ,  he  sullcrcd  a  stroke  of  paralysis  from 
which  he  never  rallied.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  his  church, 
lie  slept  beneath  myriads  of  flowers,  tokens  from  many  friends  and  , 
the  orders  to  which  he  belonged.  Interment  was  made  in  Wildwood 
Uemetery.  I\o\.  27,  100 1,  age  65  years,  5  months.  7  days,  lie  was 
greatly  mourned  by  family  and  friends.  1 1  is  wife  survived  him  sev- 
eral  years;  her  death  occ  urred  Oct.  8.  1918,  aged  79  years.  I  months 
and  1  day.  She  was  laid  to  rest  in  beautiful  Wildwood.  A  granite 
stone  marks  their  graves.
